[He held promised written answers 
to ritten questions# When I then wrote and said I ! d be in on a certain date and at a 
certain time, a ter he did not send what he promised, he not only did not appear at his 
office, but h±3 home phone did not answer and his of lice had not heard from him. I waited 
until after 11:15 for him.] I thought tliat often enough in the past I told everyone with 
whom 1 correspond that I am perfectly capable of telling each whatever I want liira to know 
and that I correspond on the assumption that I am dealing with a bunch of babies and 
idle ^ossin ters." 1 did^omit the "not", but I think you understood I meant it. 

iiy work lias developed to the point where it is dangerous. I represent now a certain 
degree of hazard to powerful mid unscrupulous people. This is one aspect, Perhaps I am wrong 
about it. But it is my life, it is my work, and I liave made clear my exclusive right to both 

and to decide what may and may not be done with both.

Howard, later, after knowing the essence of my views, thought it through 
and came up with a similar formulation# -^nd nobody lias done anything to help minimize its 
consequences or to abort what was planned even before Lat timer saw any tiling# I an not going 
to give you dejjails, and it is not because I do not trust you or because I think you will 
blab. But I liave been coping with real tilings. The future will disclose, perhaps, the 
success of failure or the reasonableness. But I asure you tliat something was in the works 
and after two nontlis it lias not happened# It would be worse tlian tiie r.at timer thing and it 
is not Cyril. 

As I liave not hidden, I am beginning to feel my years and this enormous effort. 1 do 
forget, and 1 let you know I forget. One of the few good tilings that can be said for the 
accumulation of years is tliat it provide the opportunity for learning and for experience. 

One of the disadv^oitagos of not having accumulated so many years is that one does not liave 
the experience often necessary, most often among the brighest, to evaluate the experiences

how for the' rest of your letter. As you acknowledge, my vaugue was explained and 
deliberate. It is because something else in a different area may be in the works. 1 liave done 
what X thought ao ropriato and I'm not taking out ads.
